One of their Parties of 50 
Horfe pafs’d che Caya, with defign to fieze an aa- 
yancd Guard thar was retiriu.g: Coltonel Don 
Anconio de Ley va advancing with 12 Troopers as if 
he intended to favour their Retreat, made a Feint of 
running away and foon after Facing about, dc feat- 
ed the Poruguete Party, killing 10 of them, and ra- 
king 8 Prfoners, but the reft efcap’d with the Of- 
ficer who comsaanded the Party.

Paris, June 25. Our laft Letters from biadrid

The Imperialifts 
have publih’d a Manitfefto, ccclaring the Reafons 
they had torake Poffeilion of .omachio, and feve- 
ral other Places im the Ferrar.ze, and to oblige 
the Inhabitants to take an Oath of Fidelity. There 
is a Report that they would bave poffefvd them- 
felv.s of Volino, but were vigoror fl repuls’d by the 
Garrifon. Two Pe-fons ave come hither from Avig- 
non command in Ubiel. 

Rome, Jure 9. On Sunday left the Pope held a 
Congregation of Cardinals to confule cf Ways and 
Means to find out a Fand ro pay che Troops he is 
raifing. ‘Tis pretended rhefe new Levies will a- 
mout to 20cco Men, andthey are to be complear in 
September next, that they may be ready to ferve
